Schlemm's canal of the eye, said outlet portion having an Dutflow opening such that said 
body transports fluid from the anterioi- cham hftr tn ScMemrri's canal. 

2. (Original) The implant of Chdm 1 , wherein said body is coated with said drug. 

3. (Original) The implant of CLiim 1, wherein said dug comprises heparin. 

4. (Original) An implant for tre rting glaucoma, comjjrising: 

a body having a bioactive as;ent in or on said bcidy, said body having an inlet 
portion and an outiet portion, said inlet portion configured to transmit fluid from the 
ant»ior chamber to the outiet portion when the outlet portion is disposed in Schlemm's 
canaL, said outiet portion having an outflow opening. 

5. (Original) The implant of Claim 4, wherem raid body is coated with said 
bioactive agent 

6. (Ori^al) The implant of Claim 4, wherein said bioactive agait comprises 
heparin. 

7. (Original) The implant of Claim 4, wherein said bioactive agent comprises TGF- 

beta. 

8. (Original) The implant of Claim 4, wherein sa d bioactive agent comprises a 

gene. 

9. (Original) The implant of Claim 4, wherein saii bioactive agent comprises an 
anti-inflarmnatory drug. 

10. (Original) The implant of Claim 4, wherein said bioactive agent comprises an 
intraocular pressure-lowering drug. 

11- (Original) The implant of Claim 4, wherein said bioactive agent comprises a 
growth fector. 
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12. (Original) The implant of Claim 4, wherein saic bioactive agent comprises an 
antiproliferative agent. 

13. (Original) The implant of Clum 4, wherein said Moactive agent is loaded onto a 
surface of the outlet section. 

14. (Original) The implant of C aim 4, fiirdier comp;isiQg a biodegradable material 
in or on said implant. 

15. (Original) The implant of Claim 14, wherein the biodegradable material is 
selected from the group consisting o: pdly(lactic acid) polyethylene-vinyl acetate, 
polyOactio-co-glycoIic acid), poly(D,L-lactide), poly(D,L-lacti<le-co-triinethylene carbonate), 
collagen, heparinized collagen, poly(caprolactone), poly(glycolic acid), and a copolymer. 

16. (Original) The implant of Claim 4, wherein the outlet end fiirther comprises a 
plurality of pillars at said outlet end. 

17. (Original) The device of Cairn 16> wherein the bioactive agent is m or on at 
least one of said pillars. 

18. (Original) The implant of 31aun 4, wherein said implant is at least partially 
coated with at least one polymer film that contains the bioactive agent, said polymer film 
pemntting a delivery of a qimntity of the bioztctive agent to ocular tissues over time.
